fare in the city in a few months to 
seven and the Billburg and Looney 
gangs still are vowing vengeance up- 
on each other. 
Looney, \vhose son 


was slain in a street battle between 
underworld factions, is barricaded in 
his home surrounded night and day 
by several armed guards.

Senator King is a remarkably good 


campaigner and will manage to em- 
phasize Republican sins of omission 
and commission. 
He hasn't the ben-

cratic state ticket this year isn't a 
particularly strong one. If Mr. King
